The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 and 
the claims dependent thereon have been allowed because the Applicants' arguments 
concerning WO 02/092196 A1 submitted with their Amendment filed on Nov. 6, 2007 
have been found persuasive. Fig. 5 in WO 02/092196 A1 shows the selectivity of the 
catalyst for making N2O, but does not show the selectivity of the catalyst for destroying 
or converting N2O (as required by the Applicants' claims). Claim 8 and the claim which 
incorporates the limitations of claim 8 have been allowed because there is no teaching, 
suggestion or motivation to use the "N2O manufacturing" catalyst of WO 02/092196 A1 
for the classic Oswald process for manufacturing nitric oxide described in col. 1 Ins. 9- 
27 in U. S. Pat. 6.743,404 61.
